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Remarks. 

Another  school  year  has  passed  and  we  are  confronted 
with  the  same  questions.  What  has  been  done  during  the 
preceding  year  for  the  advancement  of  schools?  What  ought 
to  be  done  in  the  future?  How  much  can  we  do  during  the 
coming  year?  In  answer  to  the  first  question  I  shall  speak 
briefly  because  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  more  especially 
to  the  second  nnd  third  questions. 

During  the  year  we  have  added  to  the  book  list:  Long- 
fellow's Evangeline,  Snow  Bound  and  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal . 
(combined)  for  the  9th  Grade.  Burrough's  Birds  and  Bees 
for  the  8th  Grade.  Krohn's  Physiologies  Books  I  and  II, 
and  such  other  books  as  were  needed  to  make  complete  sets. 

The  schools  have  been  graded  and  are  now  working  with 
a  course  of  study.    The  new  black  boards  speak  for  themselves. 

When  a  community  as  a  whole  earnestly  and  sincerely 
awakens  to  the  fact  that  better  school  conditions  are  necess- 
ary, then,  and  not  till  then  can  there  be  very  much  accom- 
plished. 

The  cry  is  and  always  will  he  better  teachers.  But  frank- 
ly speaking,  we  shall  not  be  able  to  obtain  as  good  teachers 
in  the  future  as  we  have  in  the  past  unless  we  raise  the  wages 
correspondingly  with  other  towns  in  the  state.  We  ha  ve  lost 
some  of  our  best  teachers  during  the  past  year  and  we  shall 
continue  to  lose  them.  Why  should  teachers'  wages  not  rise 
when  the  wages  in  other  occupations  are  rising  and  there  is  a 
continual  increase  in  the  cost  of  living.  We  want  the  best 
teachers  that  we  can  possibly  get  because  the  teacher  is  the 
life  of  the  school.  But  I  wish  to  s  iv  here,  though  it  is  a  little 
apart  from  the  subject,  that  whoever  the  teacher,  good  or  had, 
the  work  is  seriously  impaired  by  the  criticism  of  teachera  by 
parents  in  the  presence  of  their  children.  And  very  often 
the  criticism  is  extremely  unjust  because  the  parent  has  not 
taken  the  time  and  means  to  investigate  the  matter.  It  i- 
never  safe  to  relv  upon  the  report  of  the  children  because  it 
is  the  tendency  of  all  children  to  exaggerate  and  because  the 
child  cannot  see  the  standpoint  of  the  adult.

We  want  teachers  w  ho  can  awaken  and  develop  the  mind 
of  the  pupil.  And  this  i-  not  done  whollvby  pouring  in  facta 
an  though  the  children  were  to  be  trained  to  become  walking 
encyclopedias.  The  teacher  who  can  arouse  a  desire  in  the 
pupil  to  know  more  of  a  subject  is  the  one  who  has  started 
him  aright.  We  want  teachers  who  are  intelligent,  well  ed- 
ucated, and  with  some  degree  of  professional  training.  The 
teacher  may  know  a  subject  well  herself  but  this  is  not  enough 
she  must  know  how  to  present  it  to  the  child  mind.  The  new 
law  for  State  certification  was  passed  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
us  more  of  the  right  class  of  teachers.  Now  if  we  demand 
quality  of  teachers  they  in  turn  have  a  right  to  demand  re- 
compense. But  the  teacher  question  in  this  town  is  not  so 
serious  as  the  conditions  under  which  we  oblige  them  to  Labor. 

Let  us  turn  to  a  consideration  of  our  schoolhouses.  They 
should  be  as  good  as  the  best  homes  in  the  community.  The 
log  house  went  with  the  log  schoolhouse.  As  the  comfort  and 
beauty  of  homes  increases,  a  corresponding  change  must  he 
made  in  school-rooms.  Ride  through  our  town  and  note  the 
thrifty  looking  homes  and  then  go  into  school-rooms  as  I  have 
done  the  past  year  and  note  conditions;  an  over  heated  room 
varying  some  2")  degrees  from  the  seat  nearest  the  stove  to 
the  rear  seat.  Light  coming  from  three  and  in  some  instan- 
ces four  sides  of  the  room,  causing  cross  Lights  and  producing 
a  severe  strain  upon  the  eyes,  whereas  it  should  come  from 
tin'  rear  and  left  side  only.  Improper  Beating,  causing  spin- 
al trembles,  round  shoulders,  etc.,  whereas  each  seat  should 

I  e  adjusted  to  the  pupil.    After  watching  children's  attempt 

to  write  in  these  Beats  I  am  not  surprised  that  Our  pupils  are 

p  •  in  penmanship.     And  what  of aQ  out.  house  BO  near  that 

iii  Bummer  the  room  is  sometimes  tilled  with  the  odor.  Such 
IS  the  Case  al  the  Foye  school.  For  morality's  sake  then' 
Bhould  be  two  outhouses  and  they  should  he  placed  at  a  pro- 
per distance  from  the  school-room. 

What  arc  we  going  to  do  ah  >ut  these  things?     Rest  easy 
ami  say,  "Well  my  children   will   soon   he  out  of  school." 
The  town  ought  to  look  after  it."     Who  is  the  town?    It  is 
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you  and  your  neighbors.  It  would  be  impossible  to  make  a 
radical  change  in  one  year  but  at  least  a  beginning  should  be 
made  and  .->uch  a  beginning  as  would  be  a  permanent  im- 
proveme  it.  Are  you  willing  to  sacrifice  a  little  of  your  home 
improvement  for  the  sake  of  the  place  where  your  children 
and  your  friend's  children  are  spending  a  large  part  of  their 
livea  and  where  their  bodies  and  characters  are  being  mould- 
ed. 

Where  shall  we  begin?  What  school  is  at  present  the 
most  needy?  During  the  past  year  the  Carr's  Corner  school 
has  appealed  to  me  as  the  one  that  needs  immediate  attention 
To  begin  with  the  house  is  badly  located.  It  is  practically  in 
a  mudhole,  with  no  play  ground  whatever.  The  room  is  too 
small  for  ten  pupils  and  this  year  it  has  had  twenty  or  more. 
The  room  is  always  over  heated.  The  stove  occupies  part  of 
the  limited  floor  space  in  front  and  beside  it  the  teacher  must 
exhaust  her  nervous  energy  trying  to  hold  the  attention  of 
pupils  whose  Hushed  little  faces  show  plainly  the  impossibili- 
ty of  giving  attention  under  such  trying  conditions. 

The  schoolhouse  should  be  enlarged  and  the  yard  graded 
or  it  should  be  moved  to  a  better  locality  and  enlarged  but 
better  than  either  a  new  schoolhouse  in  a  good  locality  with  a 
suitable  playground  and  provision  made  for  the  heating,  light- 
ing, ventilation  and  hygienic  conditions.  This  would  be  by 
far  the  cheapest  in  the  end  from  a  financial,  moral  and  in- 
tellectual standpoint.  Oh!  but  what  a  protest  I  hear.  "That 
schoolhouse  has  only  been  built  a  short  time."  "Taxes  are 
heavy  now."  "We  can't  afford  it."  Yes,  this  is  all  true 
but  1  believe  we  will  afford  it  when  once  we  awaken  to  the 
consequences  arising  from  such  conditions,  when  we  put  aside 
individual  selfishness,  petty  prejudices  and  realize  that  while 
we  tarry  the  children  are  growing  into  manhood  and  woman- 
hood with  dwarfted  intellects  and  sickly  bodies.  In  ten  or 
twelve  years  this  town  working  unitedly  could  have  schools 
that  it  might  be  proud  of  and  not  be  any  poorer  financially. 
It  simply  means  a  right  beginning,  working  with  a.  purpose, 
working  steadily  and  working  together.    Let  us  begin.
